London, Nov. 13 (AP)—A Harbin 
dispatch to the London Daily Mail 
Thursday night reported that fight­ 
ing between Japanese and Chinese 
began today in the Tsitsihar zone 
in Manchuria. 
The dispatch reported the arrival 
of two Japanese regiments 
and 
heavy artillery at Tahsin in prepa­ 
ration for a new offensive on a large 
scale and said Chinese expected So­ 
viet interference shortly. 
Munitions from Russia were un­ 
loaded a t Tsitsihar last Saturday 
through the agency of the Chinese 
Eastern railway, which was mainly 
operated by disguised Soviet officers 
and men, it was added. 
Russians Guard Railway 
Russian sappers and portions of 
the seventh and ninth Soviet rail­ 
way corps were reported to be act­ 
ing as guards along the railway. A 
second contingent of 2000 Koreans 
and Chinese trained in Russia and 
employed in the 1929 conflict be­ 
tween Russia and China 
arrived 
from the Soviet frontier Tuesday, 
fully equipped with arms and ar­ 
tillery, it was reported. 
The dispatch said Japanese troops

Washington, Nov. 13 (AP).—Gov­ 
ernor Gifford Pinchot, of Pennsyl­ 
vania, brought his emergency re­ 
lief program to the adm inistration's 
door Thursday and received a re­ 
buff. 
The governor called on Andrew 
W. Mellon, secretary of the treas­ 
ury, and asked him to contribute 
$1,000,000 to the 
$35,000,000 
un­ 
employment relief fund he intends 
to raise in Pennsylvania. 
Mellon, who is perhaps Pennsyl­ 
vanian wealthiest citizen, argued 
the m atter for forty-five minutes 
but wrote no check. 
Pinchot had 
the distinct impression as he left 
tliat Mellon has no idea at present 
of making the “loan-contribution." 
Governor Pinchot is sponsoring 
an amendment to the state con­ 
stitution to permit use of state funds 
for direct relief such as food, shel­ 
ter and clothing. This am endm ent 
cannot 
be 
adopted 
until 
1933. 
Meanwhile, he proposes to raise 
$35,000,000 by voluntary contribu­ 
tion to be repaid by the state with 
4 per cent interest when the con­ 
stitution is amended. 
Starting out to raise this volun­ 
tary loan fund, the governor called 
Thursday on Mr. Mellon as his first 
prospect. 
He left with a promise 
by the secretary to “consider the 
m atter further.” 
Pinchot, who has been mentioned 
frequently as a possible candidate 
against President Hoover for the 
republican 
presidential 
nom ina­ 
tion, declined to discuss politics 
with 
newspapermen 
during 
his 
visit. 
Last summer in an open letter he 
called upon the president to con­ 
vene a special session of congress 
for 
consideration 
of 
unemploy­ 
ment relief. Senator Reed, republi­ 
can, of Pennsylvania, 
then 
took 
Pinchot to task for not taking care 
of Pennsylvania's need himself.

Ma Ordered Out Of Tsitsihar 
In a note to Sir Erie Drummond, 
secretary-general of the league, Dr. 
Sze declared that the Japanese had 
ordered 
Gen. 
Ma Chan-shan to 
evacuate Tsitsihar, but he remain­ 
ed in his position. Dr. Sze also de­ 
clared that a Japanese detachment 
of fifty soldiers, armed with m a­ 
chine guns, had seized the Fuchow- 
an coal mine, operated by the North­ 
east mining corporation near Dair­ 
en. 
“I beg of you to be good enough 
to request the president of 
the 
council to intervene without delay 
with the Japanese government in 
view' of the very serious develop­ 
ments threatened by the following 
information just received from Tsit- 
sihfir,” Dr. Sze said in his note.

which is seventeen miles from the 
Tahsin Station. 
“The latter is now* in the hands 
of the Japanese. If the Japanese 
carry out their announced intention, 
which is in flagrant violation of the 
premises just made by the Japanese 
government to the council, it is 
probable that there will be serious 
fighting at any moment." 
The Japanese submitted to the 
council Thursday night a lengthy 
memorandum devoted to an histor­ 
ical study of “banditism as the 
scourge of Manchuria.”

United Telephone Company 
To Continue Work Upon 
Local Properties. 


Plans for Improvement of prop­ 
erties of the United Telephone com­ 
pany 
of 
Pennsylvania and asso­ 
ciated companies will be carried out 
as scheduled this winter. Ralph Van 
Trine, executive vice president, and 
f.. S Herbert, vice president and 
general manager, announced today. 
During the past eighteen months, 
the United companies have been 
making extensive improvement to 
their telephone properties in Penn­ 
sylvania and they will continue this 
progressive 
movement 
throughout 
the winter. 
The decision to go ahead with im­ 
provements and to make changes at 
this time which 
were 
originally 
scheduled for a future date was de­ 
cided upon by the telephone com­ 
pany officials as a means of aiding 
employment and at the same time 
providing better service 
for tele­ 
phone subscribers. 
In Carlisle a new telephone build­ 
ing is under construction. 
This 
building will house the telephone 
company business office and the ex­ 
change. 
Many improvements are planned 
for Waynesboro, including a new ex­ 
change. 
A business office was re­ 
cently opened in Waynesboro. 
Line changes in this district will 
affect many other communities. In 
many instances, cable will replace 
open wires. 
Extensive improvements will be 
made to toll lines over the entire 
territory served by the United com­ 
panies. 
Many changes are planned for 
Gettysburg. Equipment has already 
been ordered for adding two toll 
positions and one local position to 
the Gettysburg switchboard. Cables 
will be removed from center square.
